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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendments relating to the size and content ranges of the ceramic partices are new issues 
requiring further consideration and search, in addition, Applicant's argument concerning the 112, first paragraph rejection of claims 32 
and 35 is not persuasive. Applicants state that the limitation "increas[ed] by at least 20%" is supported by Fig. 5 since the lower endpoint 
of 20% (i.e., an increase from 1.5 to 1.8 mAh) is shown. However, the claimed range is open-ended and encompasses values which are 
not shown in Fig. 5.
